Wedding  announcements  in  the 
West  are  using  contemporary  styles 
compared  to  in  the  East  where  they 
are  using  more  traditional  styles,  but 
in  Utah  most  people  are  using  photo 
announcements  said  Carol  Gunder¬ 
son,  owner  of  a  wedding  service  cen¬ 
ter  in  Anaheim,  Calif. 

This  seems  to  stem  from  the  idea 
that  photo  announcements  are  an 
LDS  tradition. 

“Most  LDS  girls  go  with  photo  an¬ 
nouncements,  whereas  only  about  2 
percent  non-LDS  would  choose  to  use 
photos,”  said  Gunderson. 


Cost  would  account  for  some  of 
this,  since  photo  announcements  are 
double  the  price,  and  with  the  non- 
LDS  they  spend  more  money  on  re¬ 
ceptions  with  the  liquor  and  food  so 
they  choose  the  cheaper  announce¬ 
ments,  said  Gunderson. 

According  to  Therom  Baird,  man¬ 
ager  of  a  local  chain-owned  gift  store, 
photo  announcements  started  in  the 
LDS  market  area,  but  within  the  last 
few  years,  non-LDS  Utahns  have  be¬ 
gan  to  incorporate  pictures  into  the 
announcements  they  use,  said  Baird. 

Dan  Kettle,  office  manager  of  a  na¬ 
tional  manufacturer  of  wedding  an¬ 
nouncements  in  Rexburg,  Idaho,  said 
that  photo  announcement  are  popu¬ 


lar,  but  seven  out  of  the  10  photo  an¬ 
nouncement  orders  for  this  company 
come  from  Idaho  or  Utah. 

The  most  popular  announcements 
are  the  tri-fold  with  color  pictures. 
The  newest  style  that  seems  to  be  an 
upcoming  trend  is  the  whole  picture 
announcements  in  which  the  entire 
announcement  is  a  picture  done  with 
soft  lighting,  said  Tanya  Facemyer, 
manager  of  a  local  printing  shop. 

Kettle’s  company  has  found  that 
the  photo  announcements  are  more 
popular  in  the  West  while  in  the  East 
announcements  are  more  traditional 
with  plain  black  ink  on  white  paper. 

“I  have  found  the  East  to  be  really 
traditional  and  the  West  is  wilder,” 
said  Kettle. 

“I  just  got  back  from  a  convention 
in  Tennessee  and  they  liked  the  idea 
of  photo  wedding  announcements, 
but  they  were  not  sure  that  they 
would  sell,”  said  Kettle. 

According  to  Gary  Overstreet, 
owner  of  a  chain-owned  gift  store  in 
Richmond,  Va.,  Kettle’s  predictions 
are  correct. 

“In  the  five  years  that  I  have  owned 
my  store,  I  have  never  received  an 
order  for  a  photo  announcement,” 
said  Overstreet. 

Overstreet  said  that  70  percent  of 
the  announcements  use  color  ink, 
such  as  rainbow  colors  like  pale  blue 
with  roses. 

Also  most  of  the  announcements  or¬ 
dered  have  designs  on  them. 

Sandra  Hartman,  assistant  man¬ 
ager  of  a  wedding  supplies  store  in 
Richmond,  Va.,  agrees  that  an¬ 
nouncements  in  the  East  are  very  tra¬ 
ditional. 

“That  (traditional  with  black  ink)  is 
the  most  socially  correct,”  said  Hart¬ 
man  “announcements  with  designs, 
such  as  flowers,  and  pastel  inks  are 
not  used  very  often.” 

“But  from  what  I  understand,  most 
formal  announcements  don’t  have  pic¬ 
tures  in  them,”  Facemyer  said.

Most  contemporary  announce¬ 
ments  use  their  own  wording  and  will 
say  “Jane  together  with  her  parents,” 
but  there  isn’t  any  mention  of  the  par¬ 
ents  names,  said  Gunderson. 


“Maybe  20  percent  go  with  black 
ink,  but  most  are  using  colors  with 
flowers,  fans  or  rainbows  on  their  an¬ 
nouncements,”  Gunderson  said. 

“We  are  in  California  where  things 
are  done  in  a  more  contemporary  way 
and  more  radically  than  in  the  East,” 
Gunderson  said. 

Michelle  Stone,  an  employee  in  the

Even  after  25  years  of  marriage, 
Connie  Parsons,  Orem,  uses  her  wed¬ 
ding  gifts.  One  of  her  favorite  gifts 
was  a  pair  of  stadium  seats  which  she 
and  her  husband  still  use.

Lehi  man  receives  lightest  sentence 


PROVO  —  Lehi  resident  Alan  B.  Hadfield,  convicted  last  December  of 
sexually  abusing  his  children,  was  sentenced  to  six  months  in  jail  and  10  years 
probation  h'riday  in  Utah  County’s  4th  District  Court  in  Provo. 

Hadfield  and  his  attorney  Bradley  Rich  were  visibly  pleased  with  District 
Judge  Cullen  Y.  Christiansen’s  decision.  “I  thought  the  judge  did  a  gi'eat  job 
today;  he  really  thought  it  through  the  circumstances,”  said  Rich. 

Hadfield,  who  has  maintained  his  innocence  despite  his  conviction,  could 
have  been  sentenced  to  life  in  prison. 

Despite  receiving  the  lightest  sentence  possible,  he  is  seeking  a  new  trial. 
“Justice  won’t  be  served  until  I’ve  been  vindicated,”  he  said  in  a  television 
news  interview  Friday  night. 

Judge  Christiansen  ordered  Hadfield  to  begin  a  six-month  jail  term  with 
work-release  at  the  Utah  County  Jail  and  after  the  term  begin  sex-offender 
therapy  at  a  Salt  Lake  clinic. 

The  packed  courtroom  was  filled  with  family  members  and  supporters  of  the 
convicted  felon,  and  they  wept  with  emotion  when  Christiansen  gi-anted 
Hadfield  probation. 

During  the  sentencing.  Rich  and  state  prosecutors  debated  whether  Had¬ 
field  deserved  sentencing. 

Rich  argued  probation  for  his  client  while  the  state  countered,  stating 
Hadfield’s  refusal  to  admit  guilt  disqualified  probation. 


South  Carolina  gives  Bush  momentum 


(AP)  -  George  Bush,  hoping  to  set  off  a  Southern  stampede  with  his 
Saturday  victory  in  South  Carolina,  sets  out  this  week  to  take  command  of  the 
Republican  presidential  race  in  Super  Tuesday  primaries.  The  Democrats  are 
engaged  in  a  volatile,  four- way  race  marked  by  intricate  regional  and  racial 
splits. 

The  vice  president  claimed  nearly  half  the  vote  in  South  Carolina’s  GOP 
primary,  leaving  his  three  rivals  to  split  the  rest.  “I  believe  what  happened  in 
South  Carolina  will  have  a  major  impact  on  Super  Tuesday,”  Bush  said. 

Sen.  Albert  Goi’e  Jr.  depending  on  the  South  for  a  Democratic  foothold, 
shared  a  Wyoming  caucus  victory  Satui’day  wnth  Massachusetts  Gov.  Michael 
Dukakis.  Both  won  four  convention  delegates.  In  the  straw  vote,  Richard 
Gephardt  was  third  and  Jesse  Jackson  a  distant  fourth.  On  the  Republican 
side,  Bush  and  Bob  Dole  were  splitting  the  12  delegates  at  stake. 

Both  campaigns  explode  this  week  into  multi-state  contests  for  1,307  Demo¬ 
cratic  and  712  Republican  convention  delegates. 


More  violence  during  PLO  'Flag  Day' 


JERUSALEM  (AP)  —  Violence  continued  in  Israel  when  Israeli  soldiers 
killed  two  Arab  teen-agers  Sunday  and  dragged  an  injured  boy  from  his  sick 
bed  during  violent  sieges  at  two  hospitals  in  the  occupied  territories,  officials 
said. 

Arab  protesters  hoisted  hundreds  of  outlawed  Palestinian  flags  to  mark  a 
PLO-oi'ganized  “Flag  Day.” 

Ai-ab  reports  said  soldiers  shot  and  killed  a  donkey  wearing  both  Palestinian 
and  Israeli  flags. 

The  army  said  an  officer  and  two  soldiers  were  indicted  on  charges  of 
aggravated  assault  in  connection  with  the  beating  of  two  bound  Arabs  in  the 
West  Bank  city  of  Nablus  last  month. 

The  beating,  which  lasted  more  than  30  minutes,  was  taped  by  CBS  News 
and  sparked  international  criticism  of  the  crackdown  in  the  West  Bank  and 
Gaza  Strip,  which  Israel  occupied  after  the  1967  Middle  East  war. 

Sunday’s  fatalities  brought  to  83  the  number  of  Palestinians  killed  since 
violence  erupted  in  the  occupied  territories  on  Dec.  8,  according  to  U.N. 
figures. 


First-class  stamps  may  cost  a  quarter 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  Mailing  a  letter  will  soon  cost  25  cents. 

The  independent  Postal  Rate  Commission  today  recommended  a  series  of 
postage  increases  including  boosting  the  price  of  a  first-class  stamp  from  22 
cents  to  a  quarter. 

A  final  decision  on  implementing  the  new  rates  is  up  to  the  board  of 
governors  of  the  U.S.  Postal  Service,  which  requested  the  increases  10 
months  ago,  calling  for  a  25-cent  stamp  for  first  class  mail. 

The  last  increase  in  postage  rates  was  P’ eb.  17, 1985,  when  first-class  stam])s 
climbed  to  22  cents. 

The  commission  ruling  will  go  to  the  Postal  Service  board  of  governors, 
probably  early  next  week.  It  can  put  the  new  rates  into  effect  within  a  few 
weeks,  institute  the  rates  under  protest  or  ask  the  commission  for  reconsider¬ 
ation,  depending  on  its  opinion  of  the  recommendation. 

In  seeking  the  rate  hike,  postal  officials  noted  that  the  agency  is  required  to 
break  even.  It  lost  more  than  $220  million  last  year. 


Helicopters  draw  fire  in  Persian  Gulf 


MANAMA,  Bahrain  (AP)  —  American  helicopters  on  a  reconnaissance 
flight  escaped  Sunday  after  drawing  heavy  machine  gun  fire  from  an  oil 
platform  and  several  boats  in  the  central  Persian  Gulf,  U.S.  officials  said. 

Iran  was  believed  to  be  behind  the  attack.  No  casualties  were  reported. 

The  attack  came  about  25  hours  after  a  U.S.  warship,  on  patrol  farther 
north,  fired  at  what  were  believed  to  be  Iranian  speedboats  moving  toward 
one  of  the  Navy’s  offshore  supply  barges. 

The  two  encounters  shattered  one  of  the  longest  periods  of  quiet  in  the  gulf 
since  the  gulfs  so-called  “tanker  war”  began  four  years  ago.  There  have  been 
no  reported  attacks  on  shipping  by  either  Iraq  or  Iran  since  P’eb.  12. 

But  the  two  warring  nations  continued  Sunday  to  trade  savage  missile 
attacks  on  each  other’s  cities. 

The  Iraqi  News  Agency  said  Iraq  fired  five  long-range  rockets  into  Tehran 
and  jet  fighters  bombed  10  Iranian  cities  in  retaliation  for  Iran’s  “criminal 
attacks  on  Iraqi  civilian  areas.” 

Iran  said  it  launched  two  missiles  into  Baghdad,  while  Iranian  wai'ijlanes 
bombed  four  cities  or  towns.

H.G.  Wells’ predictions 
were  coming  true.  So  great  was  the 
fear  of  nuclear  catastrophe  at  first 
that  filmmakers  in  the  1950s  pre¬ 
ferred  to  make  movies  about  radia¬ 
tion-spawned  beasts,  rather  than  deal 
with  the  actual  subject. 

Yet  science  fiction  continues  to  look 
optimistically  into  the  future.  The 
past  few  decades  have  brought  about 
a  renewed  emphasis  on  science  fic¬ 
tion,  both  in  literature  and  on  film. 

The  most  famous  of  televised  sci¬ 
ence  fiction  shows,  “Star  Trek,”  is 
still  being  shown  in  reruns.  “Star 
Trek’s”  lasting  appeal  stems  from  its 
philosophy;  Seek  out  new  civiliza¬ 
tions,  spread  peace  and  harmony 
throughout  the  universe,  teach  a 
moral  and  overcome  evil,  all  within 
one  hour-long  show.  Perhaps  the 
greatest  tribute  to  the  lasting  influ¬ 
ence  of  the  show  is  its  current  spinoff, 
“Star  Trek:  The  Next  Generation.” 

On  film,  George  Lucas  changed  the 
standard  of  science  fiction  films  per¬ 
manently  with  the  use  of  “state  of  the 
art”  special  effects  in  such  movies  as 
“Star  Wars”  and  its  successors.  Not 
only  were  the  special  effects  differ¬ 
ent,  but  the  characters  themselves 
were  more  developed  and  realistic. 

Bell,  whose  latest  story  “Nicoji” 
appears  in  the  March  issue  of  Issac 
Asimov’s  Science  Fiction  magazine, 
sees  the  future  of  science  fiction  as  a 
bright  one. 

“Science  fiction  never  lost  its  hope 
because  it  postulates  a  future,”  he 
said.

Pase  1 
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Special  effects 
create  best 
sci-fi  movies

Gargantuan  antennae  appear  over 
the  crest  of  a  hill.  A  shi'ieking  plat¬ 
inum  blonde  awaits  her  fate  at  the 
bottom. 

Everyone  knows  what  will  happen 
to  the  blonde  (she  gets  saved  by  the 
guy  with  the  slick  hair  and  skinny 
black  tie)  but  what  they  may  not  know 
is  how  those  antennae  got  to  look  so 
big  on  screen. 

Science  fiction  movies  are  notori¬ 
ous  for  their  special  effects.  Accord¬ 
ing  to  Paul  Nibley,  assistant  profes¬ 
sor  of  film  at  B  YU,  there  are  different 
degrees  of  special  effects.  “Breaking 
a  window  is  a  special  effect,”  he  said. 

A  science  fiction  movie  should  have 
only  the  amount  of  special  effects  nec- 
es.sary  to  tell  the  story,  he  said. 

Nibley  has  worked  in  more  than 
one  movie  that  couldn’t  have  been 
done  without  special  effects. 

Although  special  effects  are  often 
necessary  in  a  science  fiction  movie, 
Nibley  said  they  are  not  responsible 
for  the  popularity  of  science  fiction 
movies. 

“The  stories  make  science  fiction 
popular,”  said  Nibley.  “Science  fic¬ 
tion  movies  were  around  for  a  long 
time  with  special  effects  but  they  only 
had  small  cult  followings  because  they 
didn’t  have  good  stories.” 

He  said  people  want  to  hear  the 
stories  but  special  effects  can 
heighten  the  intensity  of  the  film  and 
“help  people  get  into  the  story.” 

According  to  the  19SS  G>ii)niess 
Book  of  World  Records,  the  highest 
ever  budgeted  film  has  been  Star 
Trek,  a  movie  that  cost  $46  million. 

Nibley  said  the  film  cost  so  much 
because  too  many  special  effects  were 
used. 

He  said  science  fiction  movies  are 
appealing  to  audiences  because  they 
are  “a  type  of  modern  mythology.” 

People  in  ancient  times  did  not  be¬ 
lieve  in  the  myths  (they  knew  there 
were  no  bulls  that  wei’e  half  man)  just 
as  people  today  do  not  believe  in  sci¬ 
ence  fiction,  he  said. 

He  said  people  like  science  fiction 
movies  because  they  relate  to  today’s 
society.  “We  live  in  a  technical  soci¬ 
ety,  when  characters  in  (science  fic¬ 
tion)  films  are  technical  we  relate  to 
them.” 

According  to  an  October,  1984  arti¬ 
cle  in  Oiiuu  magazine,  science  fiction 
movies  spur  viewers  to  reconsider  the 
present.  These  futuristic  movies 
“rnirror  our  current  knowledge, 
hopes,  and  beliefs.” 

Another  reason  why  science  fiction 
movies  attract  audiences  is  because 
they  predict  future  societies,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  article. 

Sam  Whitt,  of  Provo,  is  a  loyal  sci¬ 
ence  fiction  fan,  said  it  intrigues  him 
to  look  at  the  detail  in  science  fiction 
movies.  “I  like  to  see  how  the  author 
thinks  and  how  creative  he  is.” 
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The  Leading  Edge'  opens  doors  for  new  writers

“The  Leading  Edge,”  a  science  fic¬ 
tion  and  fantasy  magazine  ]n-oduced 
on  cam]ius,  isn’t  just  for  science  fic¬ 
tion  and  fanta.sy  buffs,  said  TLE’s  e.\- 
ecutive  editor. 

“The  magazine  is  for  poo])le  who 
are  openminded,”  said  Karl  Batdorff, 
a  senior  from  Genoa,  Ohio  majoring  in 
English.  “It’s  for  peojile  who  can 
dream  and  imagine  other  jiossibili- 
ties.” 

Batdorff  has  been  involved  in  the 
magazine’s  jiroduction  for  more  than 
three  years. 

One  of  the  goals  of  the  magazine  is 
to  offer  students  an  op]iortunity  to 


gain  magazine  jiublishingexiierienee, 
he  said.  “We’ve  been  trying  to  stress 
...  training  and  teaching  peojile  the 
stejis  in  magazine  publishing.  We’re 
like  a  major  iiublishing  house,  only 
much  smaller.” 

Although  TEE  staff  members 
aren’t  paid  for  their  work,  they  can 
receive  university  credit,  said  Bat¬ 
dorff.  “There’s  a  couple  of  classes  you 
can  take  and  they  are  repeatable.” 

The  magazine  began  in  1981  when  a 
small  group  of  BYU  students  were 
looking  for  an  outlet  for  their  creative 
writing.  According  to  a  TLE  history 
sheet,  the  students  found  that  most 
magazine  editors  were  abrasive  and 
uncommunicative  about  what  they 
felt  was  publishable  material.  So  the 


students  decided  to  publish  their  own 
material. 

Seven  yeai-s  later,  the  magazine’s 
main  objective  is  still  to  give  new 
writers  a  jslace  to  start,  Batdorff  said. 
“We  don’t  cater  to  authors  currently 
in  the  field.  The  policy  of  the 
magazine  is  to  help  new  and  ipjcoming 
authors.” 

The  magazine’s  ;l2-member  staff 
receives  50  to  100  submissions  per  is¬ 
sue,  Batdorff  said.  “Everything  that 
is  sent  in  receives  three  to  five  read¬ 
ings  and  everyone  who  reads  it  writes 
at  least  one-half  page  critieiue. 

“If  the  manuscript  is  rejected, 
those  critiques  are  sent  back  to  the 
author  so  he  can  learn.  I  don’t  think 
any  professional  magazine  does  that.” 


The  first  issue,  funded  by  a  BYU 
research  grant,  was  a  photo-copied, 
40-i)age  volume.  Today,  the  magazine 
is  printed  three  times  yearly,  once 
every  semestei-.  “S]n'ing/summei'  are 
combined,”  Batdorff  said. 

Funding  for  the  magazine  comes  a 
Utah  Council  of  Fine  Arts  grant,  the 
English  Deijartment  and  advertising 
that  appears  in  the  magazine,  said  ju¬ 
nior  Keb  Brady,  an  advertising  major 


from  Salt  Lake  City  and  TLE’s 
keting  director.

He  took  story  ideas  from  his  life  as  a 
teenager  and  continues  to  take  from 
his  life  now'. 

Bradbury  has  just  finished  a  new 
novel  and  is  finishing  a  musical, 
“Down  Line  One,”  with  Jimmy  Webb 
as  the  composer. 

A  new  book  of  short  stories  will  be 
coming  out  in  June.  He  is  involved  in 
producing  12  new  teleplays  for  Ray 
Bradbury’s  Theatre  on  the  USA  tele¬ 
vision  network  Saturday  nights  and 
an  opera  based  on  “E’ahrenheit  451;’ 
will  be  produced  in  E’ort  Wayne,  Ind. 
in  November. 

Aftei'  waiting  for  the  past  47  years 
Bradbury  said,  “I  never  w’ant  to  re¬ 
tire.  I  want  to  be  like  George  Bernard 
Shaw';  he  was  still  writing  when  he 
was  92  or  93  years  old.” 

When  asked  w'hat  he  W'ould  like  to 
tell  the  world,  Bradbury  said,  “I  wish 
the  world  would  sit  down  and  make 
peace  with  itself.

If  your  interest  is  magical  figures 
living  in  exotic  lands  or  glimpses  of 
life  in  the  future,  the  Association  of 
Science  Eviction  and  E’antasy  is  for 
you. 

Quark,  the  official  name  of  the  sci¬ 
ence  fiction  and  fantasy  club  on  cam¬ 
pus,  originated  in  1980.  Prior  to 
Quark,  clubs  such  as  Star  Trek  and 
Wizards  and  Warriors  existed. 

Marion  K.  Smith,  professor  of  En¬ 
glish,  has  been  the  advisor  for  science 
fiction  and  fantasy  clubs  on  campus 
since  1973.  “Quark  is  the  only  science 
fiction  club  on  campus  but  we  have 
had  other  clubs. 

“The  club  originated  as  a  result  of 
the  popularity  of  science  fiction  and 
fantasy,”  said  Smith.  “Star  Wars  W'as 
a  major  step  forward  for  science  fic¬ 
tion  and  a  major  step  back.  It  deals 
with  a  different  level  of  science  fiction 
and  fantasy.” 

Quark  takes  a  more  literary  ap¬ 
proach  than  some  of  the  past  clubs, 
said  Smith.  “When  we  meet,  we  cri¬ 
tique  science  fiction  and  fantasy  nov¬ 
els,  short  stories  and  films.” 

'The  15  to  20  member  organization 
meets  weekly  for  various  activities, 
said  Tom  Grover,  a  senior  from  Og¬ 
den  majoring  in  zoology  who  is  also 
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Quark’s  president.  “We  once  played 
science  fiction  pictionary  and  other 
games,”  said  Grover. 

The  club  has  had  various  science 
fiction  writers  come  and  speak  about 
their  novels  also. 

“We  have  been  concerned  with  the 
creation  of  imaginary  W'orlds  and  soci¬ 
eties  and  have  asked  historians  and 
sociologists  to  speak,”  said  Smith. 

Quark  holds  a  symposium  evei'y 
w'inter  in  E’ebruary  featuring  science 
fiction  and  fantasy  writers.  “This 
symposium  was  quite  an  achieve¬ 
ment.  I  really  learned  a  lot  from  the 
speakers,”  said  Michele  Eatough, 
Quark’s  secretary. 

“Quark  has  helped  me  to  under¬ 
stand  the  great  literature  in  science 
fiction  and  fantasy,”  said  Eatough,  a 
senior  from  Provo  majoring  in  zool¬ 
ogy.  “It’s  a  very  exciting  field.” 

When  asked  if  the  club  ever  serves 
exotic  food  at  social  activities,  Grover 
said,  “Sometimes  they  keep  it  conser¬ 
vative.  Sometimes  they  get  weird. 
We  once  had  green  spaghetti  at  a  Star 
Trek  dress-up  party.” 

Participants  do  not  need  to  be  stu¬ 
dents  of  BYU,  but  members  of  the 
presidency  must  be  BYU  students, 
said  Grover. 

Grover  became  interested  in  sci¬ 
ence  fiction  in  fourth  gi-ade  when  he 
read  “Islands  in  the  Sea,”  by  Arthur 


C.  Clark.  He’s  mainly  interested  in 
space  flight  and  “anything  that  deals 
with  engineering.” 

“A  lot  of  it  is  escape  for  me,  but 
there  is  a  serious  side  of  it  also,”  said 
Grover. 

However,  science  fiction  has  a  po¬ 
tential  of  being  much  more,  said 
Smith.  “Science  fiction  deals  with  the 
future  and  we  will  all  live  there  some 
day.  No  literature  addresses  the  fu¬ 
ture  but  science  fiction.” 

Although  science  fiction  deals  with 
problems  that  may  not  be  important 
now,  they  will  certainly  be  important 
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know  how  to  deal  with  social  prob¬ 
lems  before  they  happen.  Let’s  raise 
the  questions  now  before  we  meet 
them  in  court.” 

Speaking  about  fantasy,  Smith  said 
it  is  hard  to  distinguish  between  the 
two. 

“Science  fiction  tends  to  be  more 
realistic  than  fantasy.  Science  fiction 
parallels  unique  qualities  of  LDS  the¬ 
ology,”  said  Smith. 

“Where  else  would  you  get  a  book 
that  had  a  heart-to-heart  talk  with 
mother  earth?”

Cougars  crash  in  overtime

After  struggling  through  10  extra 
minutes  of  ])lay  in  double  overtime. 
BYU’s  Cougars  came  up  short  in  their 
last  regular  season  contest  at  the 
hands  of  the  UTEP  Miners,  8>5-8(),  to 
give  the  WAC  C'ham])ions  their 
fourth  loss  of  the  season. 

The  conference  defeat  landed 
BYU’s  record  at  24-4,  IM-M  in  the 
WAC,  and  the  Cougars  faced  their 
first  loss  of  the  season  on  home  turf  in 
1()  games. 

"We’re  not  as  hungry  now,"  said 
senior  -Jeff  Chatman,  who  was  hon¬ 
ored  after  the  WAC  contest  with 
Brian  Taylor  and  Jim  Usevitch,  their 
last  regular-season  college  game. 
"We  have  to  dig,  claw  or  scratch  to 
get  back  in  it.” 

“A  lot  of  things  are  at  stake  for  us," 
said  BYU  Head  Coach  Ladell  An¬ 
dersen.  “The  fact  is  that  some  of  the 
things  that  have  been  awfully  good  to¬ 
ns  haven’t  been  so  good  to  us  just 
lately.  And  that’s  shooting  and  free- 
throw  shooting.  If  we  had  those  in  our 
jjocket  right  now,  we’d  have  another 
win.” 

The  Cougars  blew  forward  to  an 
11-1  lead  in  the  first  two  and  a  half 
minutes  of  i)lay  and  looked  like  the  old 
team  everyone  in  the  country  was 
talking  about  way  back  in  January. 

Three  back-to-back  three-point 
buckets,  one  by  senior  Brian  Taylor 
and  two  by  junior  Mike  Smith,  ca]j- 
tured  the  early  lead. 

But  the  Miners  bounced  back  and 
outscored  the  Cougars,  17-7  with  11 
minutes  left,  to  tie  the  score  at  18. 
The  two  ball  clubs  ended  the  first  20 
minutes  of  play  with  a  3(5-36  tie. 

Earlv  in  the  second  half,  the  Miners

The  BYU  Women’s  Basketball

Adjusted  gi'oss 
income  includes  all  income  you  re¬ 
ceived  dui'ing  the  year  minus  adjust¬ 
ments. 

A  stepchild  or  adopted  child  quali¬ 
fies  as  a  child  for  this  tax  break.  Fos¬ 
ter  children  qualify  if  they  have  been 
in  your  home  the  entire  year  and  you 
jirovided  more  than  50  percent  of 
their  support. 

Here  is  an  example:  Jim  and  Jane 
have  a  child  who  lived  with  them  the 
entire  year.  They  were  each  em¬ 
ployed  and  earned  $3,000  and  they 
have  a  savings  account  that  paid  $30 
in  interest.  By  completing  the  work¬ 
sheet  found  on  page  19  of  the  Form 
1040  instructions,  they  discovered 
they  qualify  for  a  tax  credit  of  $842. 

The  Earned  Income  Credit  is  a  re¬ 
fundable  credit.  This  means  you  are 
entitled  to  this  money  even  if  you 
don’t  owe  any  tax.  Anything  left  over 


after  the  taxes  you  owe  will  be  re¬ 
funded. 

If  you  expect  to  qualify  for  the 
Earned  Income  Credit  in  1988,  you 
can  choose  to  receive  it  in  advance.  If 
you  anticipate  qualifying  in  1988,  you 
can  file  form  Wz5,  Earned  Income 
Credit  Advance  Payment  Certificate. 
When  this  form  is  given  to  your  em¬ 
ployer  the  credit  will  be  distributed  to 
you  throughout  the  year. 

If  you  claim  the  credit  and  then 
discover  you  don’t  qualify,  you  must 
file  another  Form  Wz5  to  stop  the 
advance  payments.  You  will  pay  any 
tax  due  when  you  file  your  return 
next  year.  To  receive  these  benefits 
you  must  file  Form  1040  or  Form 
1040A.  This  is  a  gi'eat  tax  break  for 
those  who  qualify  for  it.

The  line  between  science  fiction 
and  fiction  fantasy  is  often  very  thin, 
and  Margaret  Weis  and  Tracy  Hick¬ 
man  tred  this  line  —  crossing,  at 
times,  from  one  side  to  the  other  —  in 
their  new  book  “Forging  the  Dark¬ 
sword.”

The  storyline  follows  a  prophecy 
that  is  stated  in  the  opening  of  Book 
One. 

It  reads,  “There  will  be  born  to  the 
Royal  House  one  who  is  dead  yet  will 
live,  who  will  die  again  and  live  again. 
And  when  he  returns,  he  will  hold  in 
his  hand  the  destruction  of  the  world 


Flash!  Diehard  Star  Trek  fans  are  no  longer 
called  “Trekkies!”

The  second  book,  “Doom  of  the 
Darksword,”  is  scheduled  for  release 
in  April  of  this  year.  “Triumph  of  the 
Darfaword,”  the  concluding  volume, 
is  to  be  released  in  August. 

Fast  readers  may  want  to  wait  until 
all  three  books  are  released  to  begin 
reading. 

But  since  my  leisure  reading  time  is 
limited,  I  enjoy  knowing  not  many 
people  can  get  to  the  end  of  the  trilogy 
before  I  finish  the  first  book. 

Weis  and  Hickman  are  also  known 
for  their  work  together  on  “The  Drag- 
onlance  Legends.” 

This  compilation  was  on  the  best¬ 
seller  book  list  soon  after  its  release. 

“The  Darksword  Trilogy”  should 
be  able  to  follow  the  same  success  as 
“The  Dragonlance  Legends.” 

The  book  is  written  in  an  easy-to- 
read  style.  The  words  flow  together 
well  and  the  dialogue  lends  to  believ- 
ability. 

The  conversations  add  to  the  char¬ 
acters  which  they  have  created.  But 
the  use  of  dialects  is  somewhat  incon¬ 
sistent. 

“Forging  the  Darksword”  is  writ¬ 
ten  as  the  introductory  volume.  In  the 
prologue  the  authors  state'  what 
seems  to  be  the  theme  of  the  entire 
trilogy. 

It  reads,  “The  old  man’s  ...  voice 


“Forging  the  Darksword”  is  filled 
with  explanations  that  will  probably 
be  needed  to  understand  some  things 
that  will  come  up  in  the  following 
books. 

Some  of  the  explanations  are 
needed  to  understand  what  happens 
in  “F orging,”  but  many  others  are  left 
without  reason,  at  least  not  yet. 

Suspense  is  written  into  the  chap¬ 
ters,  but  it’s  not  always  conducive  to 
pushing  the  reader  deeper  in  the 
book. 

In  the  first  eight  chapters,  the  sus¬ 
pense  is  built  in  the  middle,  and  by 
time  the  chapter  is  finished,  the  sus¬ 
pense  has  been  resolved. 

With  this  type  of  ending  to  the  first 
eight  chapters,  it  is  easy  to  put  down 
the  book  at  the  end  of  the  chapter. 

Had  the  authors  waited  to  resolve 
Chapter  7’s  suspense  in  the  beginning 
of  Chapter  8,  a  reader  would  be  com¬ 
pelled  to  continue  —  not  wanting  to 
quit  with  the  continuing  suspense  nor 
wanting  to  quit  in  the  middle  of  a 
chapter. 

The  following  chapters  do  better  at 
reserving  the  suspense  for  locations 
that  keep  the  reader  going.  However, 
there  are  a  few  chapters  that  lend 
well  to  closing  the  book  to  a  good 
night’s  sleep. 

The  one  chapter  that  does  the  best 
at  keeping  the  suspense  is  the  final 
chapter.  The  reader  is  left  hanging  — 
wanting  the  next  book. 

Hickman  is  a  member  of  The
